At Harrison, New Yori£ OTTO SARIANZ, superintendent for 
the estate, was contacted by Special Agents Frank J. Nolan and John Henry 
Doyle. He advised that about December 25, 1946 GERTLER had started to work - 
in the Photographic Department of the United Nations, Lake Success, New 
York. He said that in the end of October 1946 GERTLER had arrived from

SARIANZ further stated that STRAUS was Democratic boss 
for Harrison and the surrounding locality, but that Inasmuch as it was a 
locality preponderantly Republican, his position was merely figurehead.

As the letter continues, she mentions that CHEN arrived Sunday 
afternoon and prevailed on her to go to town (New York) for a tete-a-tete, 
which they spent at the Russian Kretchma on 34th Street. She says that 
CHLN looks well but under tension as the pressure had been pretty bad, and 
as a result of it he had been avoiding JOHNNY. However, CHEN advised that 
he would probably remain at New Haven for a few months more. She further 
reflects that JOHN was debating an offer from the Navy (as Petty Officer) 
one from OSS, or shifting to another university as pressure from KENNEDY * 
is lousy* She further advised that she talked to C. long and late and 
very satisfactorily, having finally, to her satisfaction, won his under- 
standing of their direction (in light of new polity announced), and the 
strong approval thereof, and he ended by strongly urging that they keep 
free of formal ties (even in the Army), in her letter, ANN further reflects 
that she lunched with HELEN and NATHAN, and that NATHAN advised her that 
one, KATHERIH teAUER (Housing Expert) was livifig. in semi-retirement of a 
temporary torture and had become very much interested in the Columbia River 
developments on the West Coast, as a result of which she had started on 
the long tern project of writing a histoiy of planning since the beginning 
of time* NATHAN suggested that GERTLER collaborate with her on this work. 

She further mentions a longish visit with EOB LYND in which they discussed 

domestic outlook for United States and Canadian (grass roots), and BOB- 

BRADY'S situation in particular. She added that BOB had now resigned from 
the Kaiser work, the Committee from 44, etc*, and was burning up energy 
in restless frustration and writing articles for the journals* She fur- 
ther advised that she visited DOROTH^ NCEMAN. who advised her that EDWARD

Bearing the home address 875 Park Avenue, dated January 26, 1944, 
was noted a letter from ABN to BQDO* In this letter she advises that while 
on a trip from Fbrt Custer, Michigan, after a visit to 0EF.TL5JI, she had 
met several interesting people on the train, one a frfee-.^V IAncs Maker 
of Documentary films, who had just finished a series on Latin America for 
NELSpij^^priliL®, including one on " feudalism in Bolivia ." She mentioned 
the fact that he went, to the Soviet in .1930 "with MAUIIIC^HIITOUS, and had 
been there seven times since, including a horseback trip^throu^i the Caucauses* 
His next project was to be a series of Middletown films in this country 
for Latin American distribution, in which he was consulting BOB LYND (he 
also knows BRADY from Germany). She further stated that he had a wife 
teaching at Sarah Laurence, and generally seems, to move in a little over 
honest (soc.-dem.) company. His name is .^IMOTRYAN. A check of the 
New York Field Division indices reflected that were was no individual 
by the name of JULIAN BRYAN, but that a JULIEN was mentioned outnumber

Bearing the date line Tuesday, February 8, 1944, Board of Economic

vices. She advised that she planned to keep in touch there. She also 
advised that H. M. C. sent to books, "Psychology for the Fighting Man" 
and "What to do aboard a Transport." She further advised that she was 
awaiting a call from SCHIMMEL. which seems to deal with her position there. 

She then stated that she called ABROMOVITZ to thank him far his kindness 
and he told her that things looked pretty hopeful at his end, but sugges- 
ted (she didn't mention it) that Oriental departments seemed to have more 
opportunities. She further advises that GERTLER's old gang seemed to be 
having moving day that day, as neither WAHL. HAGDELINA, or ALAN were on 
their old extensions, and that no one could locate them. She also advised 
that she had been told to rq?ort that afternoon to take her oath at Senate 
Room 104B, but that she was going to ask SCHBGmTfor a day or two of grace. 

It is noted that ALAN is probably ALLAK ./ ROSEN BERG, inasmuch as ANN CERTLER 
is very prone to misspell both cotnmoiTworas and proper nouns, and that 
WAHL is DAVID WAHL, both of whom are subjects in instant case. ^ / U 
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On the stationery of the United States Senate, dated Wednesday, 
February 9 , 1944, a memorandum was noted* ANN ad vised that she was firmly 
installed_ ln the annex s tudy 26i^_p hone National 3120 f extension 3 0Q~ 

She stated that she met SCHBtMEL, who was friendly and vague, and that 
he was not v ery much help on (ERTLIR«s p roblem* . SCHIKHEL sent her over 
there to CHARlHiSjflCRAMMj siR* She added JIH » her work would be along Cartel 
lines, and ' that' their^cwn library would be of immense help as it is much 
more than the Kilgore one, and handier than the Congressional Library* 

She further stated that she missed awfully his Cartel knowledge and was 
eager to talk the project over with him, but that it was difficult to do 
on paper. She said that the work was probably confidential and that she 
had best not mention it to CARL* She mentioned that die was writing the 
letter before dining with the PHILLIPS* She then stated that she finally 
got hold of DAVE WAHL, who advised her he was sick of being pestered by 
CARL, but sympathetic to GERTLER's problem. V, r AHL's best suggestion was 
to get in touch with JUST, who was at Princeton at "present* She ten stated 
that she was going to ask him about Army Administration and7or AMG leads 
as the OSS ball oould be kept in play by other people* She stated that 
Army Administration, according to DAVE, had proven difficult to get into, 
as he had a friend trained in Administration rdio had been trying for ten 
months without success. She asked him if she should call or have someone 
call Corporal CLIFT. Although the name is spelled KPJU£iFP., it is possible 
that the CHARLES KRAMMER, ANN refers to, is CHARLES KRAMER, a subject in 
instant investigation. She also mentions JUST, who is probably JUST LUNNING, 
another subject in this case. There was no record in the New YoflTihaices'

By letter dated February 23, 1944, at home, she advises that \ 
Monday she went to DICK RICK*s to see BOB, who was in good shape, and had ^ 
come East to drum up support for the Committee for 44* She said that BOB 
reported that he had a “funny f eeling" about BOB LY ND. whom he saw a few 
days previously corroborating their thoughts.* The BOB mentioned above 
is probably R. A* BRADY mentioned previously in this report.
